The CRTC has received interventions from Bell and Rogers, which both own 
AM and FM radio stations in Canada, regarding the license renewals of Calgary's 
CHQR-770 and CFGQ-FM by owner Corus. Both companies strongly support the current 
simulcasting of the two stations, in the hopes of doing something similar themselves. 

As expected, final approval by Canada's federal Innovation, Science and Economic Development 
Canada (ISED) minister Francois-Philippe Champagne has not yet been given to Rogers to allow their 
takeover of Shaw. Rogers, Shaw and Videotron have extended the deal deadline once again, this time 
until March 31st. Videotron's involvement is to simultaneously buy Shaw's 'Freedom Mobile’, thus 
reducing the size of Rogers' wireless share of the Canadian market. 

Rogers Sports & Media, which owns all the Rogers' radio stations, is currently beta testing 
RadioGPT in Canada at the same time that Alpha Media is testing it in the U.S. Rogers has been using 
the TopicPulse component of RadioGPT for some time now on some of their radio stations. 
TopicPulse gathers information of interest to a local market from social media and other on-line 
information and news sources. RadioGPT creates scripts for on-air use from that information, then 
generates one or more voices using Artificial Intelligence (AI) to create digital audio that can be used 
on air. 
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CKWW ON Windsor - Major improvement in audio quality reported by nearby listeners 
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since equipment was replaced following recent antenna damage. 

ON Toronto - Has just started the Toronto Blue Jays baseball pre-season with Ben 
Wagner doing radio-only play-by-play on February 25th, but was joined on 
Sportsnet by Buck Martinez on February 26th when the Jays met the New York 
Yankees. CJCL ran a simulcast of the Sportsnet cable TV audio, with separate 
commercials, missing a few seconds of the play-by-play after each break. 

ON Chatham - Nearby listeners report that the left channel is currently 
unmodulated when decoding the station's CCQUAM AM stereo signal. 

AB Calgary —- Heard in Montreal under WFAN New York City at the same time as 
Radio Rebelde was strong under WOR-710 New York City. 

SK Melfort - 2/3 0730 — Noted near Montreal with poor-fair signal strength but 
clear audio, until daytimer WNDZ signed on at 0745. 

BC Invermere - Likely on day power when heard Southeast of Seattle long after 
sunset on February 25th at 2151. Not heard in Edmonton at that time due to Auroral 
conditions, so I was unable to confirm power. CKIR simulcasts Bounce Radio, 
CKGR-FM, Golden, British Columbia.
